Title: The Stress, Social Support, And Burnout Of CC Nurses

This correlational-descriptive study identifies stressors associated 
with burnout in CC, psychiatric, OR, and medical nurses. Findings 
indicated that occupational stress was associated with burnout, 
validating prior sesearch. Intensity or perceived impact rather than 
frequency of job stressors was found to contribute to burnout. 
Personal factors were also pertinent.
